SHIP BOARD MEETING 


AN EMOTIONAL EVENT

The November 15 Huron 

Township Board met with 
Supervisor David Glaab ab- 
sent. Clerk Dawnette Bowers 
read a letter written by the 
Supervisor requesting to be 
excused from his last meeting 
as Supervisor because of a 
last-minute change in a previ- 
ously scheduled trip. 
_ Many old and new Board 
_ members as well as residents 
expressed their sentiments to- 
ward one or many Board 
members. 

Resident Ray Schafran told 
Trustee John McKinney, “I’m 
sorry to be losing you Mr. 
McKinney [who had chosen 
not to run for reelection]. You 
and Ms. Adkins were the tena- 
cious watch dogs.” 

Yvonne Schoedel, president 
of the Concerned Citizens 
Coalition also gave a special 
thank you to McKinney say- 
ing, “We do respect and thank 
you sincerely.” 

Another resident, Juanita 
Swatek offered “A special 
thank you to Supervisor Glaab” 
as well as Trustee Michael 
Glaab and Director of Plann- 
ing and Zoning Leslie Meyer. 

During Board comments, 
McKinney expressed his grati- 
tude for Trustee Jim Mason’s 
dedication and contributions 
to the Township. McKinney 
said that Mason must be in the 
top for the number of years in pub- 
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lic service for the Township. 
McKinney also expressed 
some sorrow over the fact that 
he and Mason, who had been 
long-time friends, had not 
always been able to agree over 
the years they served as 
Trustees. McKinney expressed 
hope that they would be able 
to continue their friendship. 
Mason thanked the people 
in the Township who have 
supported him over the last 12 


years. 

Bowers told Board mem- 
bers that although not always in 
agreement on issues, “Thank 
you for a job well done.” 

M. Glaab thanked the com- 
munity for giving him the 
opportunity to serve on the 
Board over the past four years. 

Adkins also expressed her 
sorrow over the loss of some 
of her fellow Board members. 
Quite choked up, she managed 


to say, “I would like to say that 
this is a pretty hard meeting 
for me. We’re seeing friends 
here and we’re gonna see them 
gone. I hope we’ll still be 
friends, and I’m sure we will.” 


Regaining her composure Ad- 


kins continued, “As doors close, 
doors open. This is gonna be a 
new beginning ... We’re here 
for the people and when we 
forget that, it’s time to move 
on...

HURON SCHOOL DISTRICT IN 
GOOD FINANCIAL STANDING

On November 6, at the 
Huron Board of Education 
meeting, auditors Ann Ghatti 
and Jeff Steele of Collins, 
Buri, and McConkey present- 
ed their report on the last fiscal 
year. 

The auditors reported that 
the general fund balance, 
which had previously been a 
deficit, has been positive for 
the last four years. 

Another change they report- 
ed is that the capital project 
fund was eliminated because 
capital projects have been 
completed. 

A chart was shown catego- 
rizing this year’s sources of 
revenue. Seventy-nine percent 
comes from the State, 10-per- 
cent local, four-percent feder- 
al, and seven-percent other. 
These figures are nearly the 
same as they were for 1999. 

Expenditures were catego- 
rized as 56-percent for instruc- 


tion costs, 32-percent support- 
ing services, one-percent non- 
program charges, and 11-per- 
cent other transactions, which 
increased slightly because* of 
purchasing land. 

Board member Colleen 
Lazere asked about the cafete- 
ria fund because of concern 
that over the last few years 
lunch prices were reflecting a 
profit. However, Treasurer 
Carol Mils explained that the 
Renton cafeteria will be pur- 
chasing a new walk-in cooler, 
thus reducing the surplus in 
that fund and allowing the cur- 
rent lunch prices to remain 
unchanged. 

Steele also told the Board of 
some changes that will appear 
in future statements based on a 
requirement that public schools 
switch over to a full accrual 
method of accounting. Steele 
revealed some problems that 
may result from the change 
that is to take place in July 


2002. However, Steele feels 
that getting a handle on the 
changes in advance will allevi- 
ate some of the potential prob- 
lems. 

Steele also told the Board 
that “the District is in good 
financial standing” and that 
the fund balance is well within 
reason. 

Superintendent Thomas Hos- 
ler added that a couple of years 
ago during a State audit on 
special education funding, that 
three of the four districts [a 
consortium with Huron] ended 
up owing. Huron did not end 
up owing. Hosler praised, “So 
it’s credit to Carol [Miles] and 
the job she has done.
